(3), however, contains the additional 
information that "in principle, the sorptively-acting supporting body of the separating layer may be of 
the identical material as the membrane itself, or may be of a different material as the separating 
layer" (see paragraph [0036] . 

US 20020100368, which corresponds to (4), contains, however, additional sections (e.g., 
paragraphs [0026], [0033], [0047], [0076], [0080], [0084]-[0087], [0089]-[0092]. 

US 20020100368 corresponds to (5), but contains an additional drawing (Fig. 4) for an 
embodiment mentioned but not illustrated in (5) see [0022] in (5). 

The applicants have further enclosed an English translation of the Hoffschulz et al reference. 

The Applicants are attaching herewith copies of all items listed on Form PTO/SB/08 
including the U.S. published patent applications.
